Later, he re- 
turned again to Bedford and applied 
himself to the practice of his chosen 
profession, and in 1905 was prevailed 
upon by his party to be its candidate 
for the office .of District Attorney 
and by reason of his personal popu- 
larity and his eminent fitness for the 
office was elected to this position. 
He was honored twice by his party

The two 
physicians soon arrived but their ef- 
forts to revive Mr. Tate were without 
avail; his spirit had taken its flight 
The cause is thought to have been 
apoplexy. 


Mr. Tate was born in Bedford cm 
December 7, 1848, and was a son of 
Samuel H. Tate, Esq , and his wife 
Virginia Dillon Tate. He was gradu- 
ated from Lafayette College at Eas- 
ton and took up the study of law 
being admitted to the Bar December 
14, 1870. 
In 1873 he was elected 
District Attorney; in 1875 Prothono- 
tary and was twice re-elected 
in 
1878 and 1881; and" in, 1905 again 
elected District Attorney. 
He was 


the Democratic candidate in the last 
Congressional election. During Gov- 
ernor Pattison's first term Mr. -Tate 
was chief clerk in the office of the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth and 
during the second term was the Gov- 
ernor's private secretary.

Veteran of the Valiant "Bucktails"

conference to be held the afternoon 
ol the same day a half dozen laymer 
trom each church veie invited.

.7ohn T. Matt and Harry J. Wagner 
ol Everett. These men with otheis 
came to Bedford to take part in thp 
different conferences as needed. 


On the Saturday preceding the 


Conference there came to Saxton a 
personal messenger and telephone 
messages as well as personal letters 
stating that the object of this con- 
icrence was to secure the withdrawal 
of Mr. Huff and the endorsement of 
All. Foor. 
Of coui-sc such a sugges- 


tion had never entered the minds of 
Mr. Huff or his friends nor had any- 
one presented such plan to us for 
tonsiclei <tlion, and we were much dis- 
turbed. 
But for the trustworthiness 


of the informants we would have 
thought it an idle tale, but coming 
to Bedford we soon found it prac- 
tically true that such a plan was

Mr. Foor does not stand on that 
platform and no public declaration of 
his defines his exact position 


Mr. Foor says that he tells people 
to vote for the strongest man, that is 
the man who can get the most votes 
Efforts are being made to convince 
people that he is the strongest man 
To this end every effort is being put 
forth but figures do not count as they 
wisb, tbem. In 1904 the Democratic 
candidate was deieated for Judge by 
less than 100 votes and last year by 
less than 300 votes. 
Both these 
years were Presidential years when 
PfpPle vote straight. 
Nearly one- 
third of the regular Republican vote 
will go this year to T. S. Bair. A few 
Democrats may vote for him but 
Democrats do not bolt as easily as 
Republicans. Hence it may be safely 
computed that Mr. Huff will poll 
nearly 3,000 votes without any Re- 
publican votes, for the regular Pro- 
hibition vote will make up any de- 
fects from uis own ranks.

At that time they nominated as 
No-License Candidates" J. W. Huff 
on the Democratic and Prohibition 
tickets, and S. J. N. Foor on the Re- 
publican ticket. 


Recently another candidate has 
been nominated. 
Everybody knows 
that he represents the liquor people 
and will favor licenses if elected. 
Money, rather than morality, seems 
to be hte only concern. He declares 
that if all liquor licenses were re- 
fused the revenue would so decrease 
as to necessitate a raise on the al- 
ready high rate of taxation. Strange- 
ly enough he claims to represent the 
Taxpayers' 
Party. 
Probably this 
name is a joke, as a certain commun- 
ity was euphonically called "Butter- 
fly Hollow," while it was full of rat- 
tlesnakes. 


Taxpayers realize that there is 
nothing that increases taxes like the 
sale of intoxicants. 


The entire revenue from licenses 
in Bedford County during 1908 was 
$4,825. As the state gets its quota, 
the amount retained for county use 
is $3,187.50. 


The expenses for crime during' 
1908, as compiled from the Com- 
missioners' report, were $12,638.12, 
and for poverty, including insanity! 
$19,030.59. 
This is not including 
$8,871.27 for County Officers' sal- 
aries and Court House expenses, a 
part of which expenditure would be 
made necessary by .the crime and 
poverty produced by the liquor traf- 
fic. 


The Lilquor Dealers' Journal of 
Pittsburg, in one of its issues last 
winter, confessed that the liquor 
trade is responsible for 30 per cent 
of. crimey-or $3,791.44 of Bedford 
County's criminal expenses, and for 
25 per cent, of-the poverty, or $4,- 
757.64 of the pauper expenditure, a 
to'tal of $8,594.08, or more than two 
and a half times the county's reve- 
nue from licenses. 


Persons familiar with court cases 
and Poor Directors (individuals not 
financially interested in liquor busi- 
ness) tell us that at least 80 per cent 
of crime, or $10,110.49 of the coun- 
ty's criminal expenses, and 50 per 
cent, of the poverty, or $9,515.29 of 
the county's poverty expenses, $19,- 
625.78 in all, or more than six times 
the income from* licenses, is attributa- 
ble to the liquor traffic. 


A prominent attorney of Bedford 
County assures me that all the liquor 
revenue received by Bedford Borough 
does not pay the expenses of employ- 
ing one jpoliceman, and that all the 
revenue from liquor licenses received 
by the county does not equal the cost 
of two criminal cases. 


Are the people of Bedford County 
to continue paying the expenses of 
the great mass of the crime and pov- 
erty which is produced by the licen- 
sed liquor business? 
Surely not! 
They will elect either J. W. Huff or 
S. J N Foor as Associate Judge and 
thus secure the abolition of liquor 
licenses and the decrease of taxes.

The Liquor Question 
Bedford, Pa., Oct. 26, '09. 
To the Editor of The Gazette: 


At the coming election a proposi- 
tion is to be submitted to the voters 
o£ the county for decision that in- 
volves questions of vital importance. 
I refer to the no-license issue. The 
regular nominees, both of th"e Demo- 
cratic and Republican parties are 
practically pledged to refuse all 
liquor licenses in Bedford County if 
elected. 
There are also two inde- 
pendent candidates in the field, a 
Democrat and a Republican, each one 
having announced that if elected he 
will abide by the provision of the 
Brook's law now in force in Pennsyl- 
vania. It seems to be proper at this 
time, when a question so vitally af- 
fecting the moral welfare, as well as 
the purse-strings, of the citizens of 
the county is up for solution, to have 
the fullest discussion possible. 


-dvery intelligent person has a 
natural desire to support a movement 
that promises to be for the moral bet- 
terment of the community in which 
he lives and at first glance the pres- 
ent wide-spread agitation for prohi- 
bition seems to be of 'that nature 
But on a close inspection of the facts 
a doubt arises as to whether the end 
desired will be gained by the method 
proposed, and in the writer's mind it 
has come as a conviction that it will 
not. This conclusion he has arrived 
at after considerable thought and 
reading, on both sides of the ques- 
tion, and in this letter seeks to give 
a brief statement of his views, hoping 
that it may help to a just solution of 
the problem. But he wishes to state 
before going further that he is entire- 
ly m accord with the idea of tem- 
perance, and if he felt that universal 
abstinence from the use of alcoholic 
beverages could be brought about by 
abolishing the saloons he would 
favor it instantly. 


There are those who will say—and 
they will say it with excellent inten- 
tions—that we should at least give 
the no-license plan a trial. And oth- 
ers will say that the present plan of 
no-license is not the same as prohibi- 
tion, strictly speaking. 
We answer 
the latter by saying that if the plan 
of electing an Associate Judge who, 
with the concurrence of one other 
Judge, is pledged to, and can refuse 
all liquor licenses, be adopted, it 
amounts while in force to the same 
thing as a prohibitory law, and that 
a large amount of harm may be done 
m the interim. To the first we an- 
swer that any act or plan, considered 
morally, is either right or wrong, 
good or .bad 
It cannot be neutral, 
and it must stand or fall on that 
basis 
As the no-license plan soems 
to us wrong it would tnerefore be im- 
propei even to support it for a trial 
And it—that is prohibition or no- 
licenso—seems wrong ior two chief 
general reasons. First, it is unsound 
and wrong in principle, and, second 
it is impracticable, impossible of per- 
formance. Tnese can be touched on 
but briefly. 


We consider a no-license plan 
wrong in principle because it seeks 
to work in opposition to the Law of 
Cause and Effect,—and that ever 
spells Folly. 
if saloons were the 
cause of drinking then a law putting 
them out of existence would cure the 
evil 
But the saloons are not the 


cause of,drinking,—they are the ef- 
fect. 
Drinking is as old as time it- 
self and is born of the appetites and 
desires of mankind, and drinking was 
common long oefore the ingenuity of 
man contemplated such a thing as a 
saloon. The saloon is the outgrowth 
of the drinking, and to suppress it, 
the effect, and not touch the desire 
to drink, the cause, is as futile as to 
attempt to stop tb,e flow of the Mis- 
sissippi River fcy damming up its 
mouth. You might change the course 
but you certainly would not stop the 
flow of water. 


You cannot abolish the liquor 
business until- you abolish the de- 
mand for it and that can only be done 
through education and training in 
character and self-control. 
^^i^116^ we consi<*er the impractica- 
bility of the plan to prohibit the use 
and sale of liquor we come to a ques- 
tion of fact. For lack of space but a 
few illustrations can be given in sup- 
port of our contention. We can call 
attention to the number of scholarly 
men of the present day who oppose 
the idea of prohibition, such as 
Bishop Potter, late of New York City: 
Ex-President Charles W. Eliot and 
Professor Munsterberg, both of Har- 
vard 
University, who oppose 
it 
strongly and openly; Cardinal Gib- 
bons of Baltimore, and many others, 
both laymen and ministers of the 
Gospel. 


In last week's copy of the Bedford 
Gazette M. P. Heckerman spoke of 
conditions in one of the southern 
cities through which he traveled in 
these words: "The fact is the ex- 
press company brings into Knoxville 
from Middleboro, Ky., a carload of 
packages each day. These packages 
contain booze of some kind. * * * 
I tell you prohibition does not oro- 
hibit in this town." 


Today's paper contains this head- 
line: "Prohibition Law is Defied in 
Mobile," "State and County Officials 
Give up Attempts at Convictions." 
From many places where a pro- 
hibition or~no-license "plan has been 
tried we hear the same cry. The Rev. 
W. A. Wasson in a late magazine 
article says that the statistics of the 
U. S. Revenue Department actually 
show an increase in the consumption 
of alcoholic liquors with the spread 
of prohibition. 
He sums it up in 
these words, "Thus we are confront- 
ed with the remarkable fact that, in 
1908, when the prohibition wave had 
reached enormous proportions and 
was wiping out saloons at the rate of 
11,000 a year, the American people 
consumed more liquor per capita 
than they did in any previous year 
since 1893, the year 1907 alone ex- 
cepted." 


At this point the question of loss 


of revenue from the liquor tax comes 
in. While the consumption of alco- 
holic beverages still goes on there is 
no revenue derived from it. In this 
county it would mean a heavy loss 
that will have to be made up by the 
tax-payers. 
a he prohibitionists al- 
lege that our taxes will be greatly re- 
duced because of the decrease in 
crime, etc 
But if the consumption 


or liquor goes on, as the above men- 
tioned statistics seem to prove, there 
is small likelihood of a decrease. 
There is, in fact, more reason to be- 
lieve that crime will increase because 
of the underhand methods that those 
who consume liquoi will be forced 
into adopting 


Is it reasonable to suppose that a 
no-lieense law will prevent persons of 
known intemperate habits from get- 
ting whiskey, when the present law, 
strict as it is in this paiticular, fails 
to do so? And if crime and its at- 
tendant cost is to be reduced this 
class of persons must be reckoned 
with. 
Is it worth while to risk an 
experiment of this kind, with its ac- 
companying loss of revenue and the 
chance that business will be seriously 
crippled, for an uncertain remedy, 
only to find it necessary to return to 
a license basis again in a year or t\vo 
hence? 
Uncertain especially when 
you consider that a prohibition law 
has been declared unconstitutional m 
several states in the past. 


A, prohibitory law is of a destruc- 
tive character, taking the sale out of 
the hands of the law and putting 
nothing in the place of the law to 
control it. It means that there will 
be rio legulating law to control a 
business that needs the strictest 
supervision. Moralists look with fear 
on such a proceeding and economists, 
knowing of the loss of revenue with 
no provision to make up for it, re- 
gard the prohibition scheme with ap- 
prehension.. 


There is' no doubt that there are 
grave evils connected with the sale 
and use of liquor. But the same is 
true of almost every other human en- 
terprise. 
A question is never solved 


until it is solved m accordance with 
truth and justice. If the above state- 
ments are true the conclusion is 
forced upon us that it would be an 
exceedingly unwise policy to experi- 
ment at this time with a method of 
procedure in which there is so much 
that is uncertain and impractical 
To reach the evils of this business re- 
quires more than the suppression of 
superficial conditions. 
It is neces- 
sary to go deeper. That win require 
time and patience, but we must re- 
member.that the greater and deeper 
the trouble the more thorough must 
be the remedy. Education and train- 
ing must be the chief agents and 
these can be helped by proper re- 
strictive (but not prohibitory) legis- 
lation as the opportunity offers.

During Extra Session, 


8SSON LED THE OPPOSITION 


IHe Declared That the People Had No 


Interact In the Question Involved 
and That It Was None of the Legis- 
lature's Business What Officials Did 
"With tha Fees. 
The extra session of the legislature 


•of 1906 afforded little opportunity for 
political or legislative jugglery. It was 
•called for the purpose, mainly, of cor- 
recting the evils perpetrated during 
ithe regular session of 1905, and the 
principal1 work of Senators A E. Sis- 
•son and A. J. Stober was to limit the 
liarm to the machine to the minimum. 
Slsgon had become a sort of "whip" 
-for the gang and was always alert. He 
interposed technical objections and 
•tricky expedients to defeat all real re- 
forms that promised to be effective. 


But the brief session was not en- 


tirely 
without 
political 
interest. 


Shortly after the session began ru- 
mors of a scandal in the insurance de- 
partment made' their appearance. Six 
anonths previously "Dave" Martin had 
'become insurance commissioner, suc- 
•ceeding t"he late Israel Vf. Durham. In 
"hie report Mr. Martin had alleged that 
fees to the amount of $33,191 had been 
-collected by the actuary daring the 
six months and withheld from the de- 
partment and the treasury. An inquiry 
^developed the fact that enormous 
-amounts had" been obtained by some- 
body in that way during the several 
preceding years from which the treas- 
ury got no benefit. 


\Qn the 25th of January 
Senator 


TIerbst, of Berks county, introduced a 
resolution into the senate for an in- 
vestigation of the subject. His pre- 
amble quoted the statement of the in- 
surance commissioner and added that 
the actuary had expressed a desire "to 
go on the stand before a committee of 
.-the legislature" and tell all about the 
-matter, and the resolution asked for 
such a committee. Senator Brown, of 
Philadelphia, promptly moved to "lay 
the resolution on the table." That was 
?so coarse a proposition, that even the 
-machine was astounded. Then Sisson 
•; came forward and moved "that it be 
"referred to the committee on insur- 
-ance, which was made up of such men. 
as Brown, Vare, Keyser and McNichol, 
of Philadelphia, and others of that ilk. 


In support of his motion Mr Sisson 


"became voluble. He said the money 
dfdn't belong to the commonwealth 
•and the people had no interest in the 
question, and he ridiculed the resolu- 
tion. 
"It seems to me," he added 


""that we might possibly be inquiring 
into things that do not concern the 
legislature." To avert such a thing, 
•ostensibly, but really to delay or 'de- 
feat the movement, he moved that it 
be committed Senator Dewait, of Lie- 
high, replied. "It is a matter of $33,191 
belonging to the people of Pennsylva- 
nia, and every man upon this floor is 
interested in knowing what became of 
•that money. * * * What more Im- 
-portant thing can there be than the 
• consideration of the question in re- 
•gard to the expenditure of public 
money? * * * Is the senator (Sis- 
son) afraid of it9 Is this body of fifty 
^persons, representing six million and 
-a half of people, afraid to investigate 
•the conduct of one of its officers? 
If 
'that be so, it is time for us to go 
"home." 


The effect of this •« as so obvious and 


ominous to Sisson's proposition that 
he "took another tack." He moved to

T«xt of th* L«*«on, Acts xxvii, 13-26. 


Memory Verses, 22-24—OolcUn Text, 
Ps. xxxvii, 5—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
As we hear Agrippa say privately to 


Festus, "This man might have been 
•et at liberty if he had not appealed 
unto Caesar" (xxvi, 31), we are tempt- 
ed to feel a pang of regret that Paul 
had thus appealed, but when we re- 
member that his liberty would proba- 
bly have meant his death because of 
the Jews, who were watching their 
opportunity to kill him, we are glad 
that his life is still protected. Paul 
and other prisoners were committed to 
the care of Julius, a Roman centurion, 
and set sail for Italy, Aristarchus of 
Macedonia (xix, 29) being one of the 
company. We have no account of fare- 
wells, as at other places, though we 
cannot imagine that such were lack- 
ing, but we have quite a detailed ac- 
count of the voyage. We note, with 
gratitude to God, the centurion's cour- 
teous treatment of Paul and that when 
they touched at Sidon be was allowed 
to go unto his friends to refresh him- 
self (verse 2). We cannot but hope 
that this centurion ere. 5e parted com- 
pany with Paul had rSvlelved Jesus as 
the Christ and thus become an heir of 
the inheritance and a joint heir with 
Christ Himself. " 


After sailing by Crete they met the 


storm, as Paul had feared, and Jor 
two weeks they were exceedingly 
tossed by the tempest, saw neither sun 
nor stars in many'-days, and all hope 
that they should be saved was taken 
away. A glance at the map will show 
that they had completed aljout half the 
voyage from Syria to Italy before 
they' ran into this storm. I remember 
thinking much about it as one beauti- 
ful day in the fall of 1897 we sailed 
across from Port Said, in Egypt, to 
Brindisi, in Italy, and we passed close 
by Crete. I can never forget that 
most refreshing sail across the Medi- 
terranean after the heat of China and 
India and tropical seas and, last of all, 
the blue Red sea, which, the captain 
said, may have been called red be- 
cause it was so often red hot We met 
n,o euroclydon, and, though I have 
been in some storms, yet never have I 
known anything like this that Paul 
passed thrbugh. Thank God for all 
who know in storm and fair weather 
the refuge and rest there are in the 
Lord Himself and in the consciousness 
of His presence and care. He is in- 
deed our refuge and strength, a very 
present help in trouble, a refuge from 
the storm (Ps. srlvi. 1; Isa. xxv. 4) He 
was watching over his servant in all 
this storm and probably comforted 
him with the assurance. "The Lord on 
high is mightier than the noise of 
many waters—yea, than the mighty 
waves of the sea" (Ps. xciii. 4). No 
doubt the assurance In chapter sxiii. 
11, "Thou must bear witness also at 
Kome," rested Paul and made him be- 
lieve that there was sjme way out of 
this, although the others had given up 
all hope. Well, there came a day when 
Paul stood forth in the midst of them 
and, with a word about the mistake 
they had made in loosing from Crete, 
told them how a messenger from Gnd 
had come to him the night before and 
had assuied him that, while the ship 
would be lo^t by being wrecked upon 
some island, there would be no loss of 
any man's life, and he added in the 
words of the proverbial saying, "There 
shall not an hair fall from the head of 
any of you " Compare I Sam. xiv, 45; 
II Sam. xiv, 11; I Kings i, 52; Matt x. 
30; Luke xii, 7; xxi, 18. He exhorted,, 
them to "be of good cheer" (22, 25, 36), 
and he was successful, for as he took 
bread and gave thanks to God in the 
presence of them all and began to eat 
they also ate enough to strengthen 
them and were all of gooS cheer. 


Thus one man helped 275 others by 


his confidence in God (veises 34-37) 
What a i beautiful illustration of "In 
quietness and in confidence shall be 
your strength" (Isa xxx. 15). 
They 


were of good cheer not because the 
storm had ceased, but because they 
had words fiorn heaven on which to 
rest No words of earth or of man's 
wisdom can give rest in time of real 
trouble, but we can rest quietly and 
unwaveringly on the words of Him 
who died for us and rose again and 
who has all power in heaven and on 
earth. Whether this was another ap- 
pearance of the Lord Jesus Himself, 
as on three previous occasions (is. 17; 
xviii, 9; xxni. 11), or a messenger such 
as Gabriel, it was certainly a message 
straight from heaven reminding .Paul 
that he must be brought before Offesar 
and that be must not be afraid tverse 
24) Then (here was added, "And. lo. 
God hath Riven thpe nil them that •«(! 
with thee." 


How grand are Paul's words con- 


cerning his relationship to the Lord, 
"Whose I am and whom I serve" (23). 
the property of no earthly' master, un- 
der no man's thumb, however great, 
but able to say with KMjah and Elisha, 
"The Lord of Hosts livpth, before 
whom I stand." We know that one ot 
his great principles was "not as pleas- 
ing men, but God, who trieth out 
hearts" (I Thess, il, 4). Then his words 
of simple confidence in God, "I believe 
God, 
that it shall be even as it was 


told me" (25)—what a motto for a life- 
time! Let us say it concerning every 
pr6mise and prediction In all the book; 
let us be fully persuaded that what 
God has promised He will perform 
(Rom. 
lv, 21), and let us see "Jestw 
enly."

The following amendments to the Consti- 
tution of Pennsylvania will be submitted to 
the vote of the-people, the following beinj, 
the full text of said constitutional amend 
ments, to wit: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT NO. 1 


Shall section eight of article four of the 
Constitution be amended so as to read as 
follows? 
He shall nominate and, by and with the 
advice and consent of two-thirds of all the 
members of the Senate, appoint a Secretary 
of the Commonwealth and an Attorney 
General during pleasure/ a Superintendent 
of Public Instruction for four years, anc 
such other officers of the Commonwealth as 
he is or may be authorized by the Consti- 
tution or by law to appoint; he shall have 
power to fill all vacancies that may bap- 
pen, in offices to which he may appoint 
during the recess of the Senate, by grant- 
ing commissions which sh*all expire at the 
end of their next session; he shall have 
power to fill any vacancy that may happen, 
during the recess of the Senate, in the office 
of Auditor General, State Treasurer, Sec- 
retary of Internal Affairs or Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction, in a judicial of- 
fice, or in any other elective office which he 
is or may be authorized to fill; if the va- 
cancy shall happen, during the session of 
the Senate, the Governor shall nominate 
to the Senate, before their final adjourn- 
ment, a proper person to fill said vacancy; 
but in any such case of vacancy, in an 
elective office, a person shall be chosen to 
said office ou the next election day appro- 
priate txrsuch office according to the pro- 
visions of this Constitution, unless the va- 
cancy shall happen within two calendar 
months immediately preceding such elec- 
tion day, in which case the election for 
said office shall be held on the second suc- 
ceeding election day appropriate to such 
office.

Affairs, the Auditor General, and the Stale 
Treasurer shall each be four years; and, 
they shall be chosen by the qualified elec- 
tors of the State at general elections; but

general ticket at the municipal election, by 
the qualified voters nt large; and in the 
election of the said magistrates no voter 
*hnll vote for more than two-thirds of the

compensated only by fixed salaries, to b 
paid by said county; ami.-shall exercis. 
such jurisdiction, civil and -criminal, excep 
as herein provided, sis is "now exercised b 
alderman, subject to such eha«ges,!,uot in 
volving an increase of civil jurisdiction o 
conferring political duties, as may he mad 
by law.

cial districts, and for coxiuty, city, ward 
borough, aud township officers, for regula 
terms of service, shall be held ou the mu 
nicipal election^ day, 
namely, the Tuesda 
next following the first Monday of Novem 
ber in each odd-numbered year, but th 
General Assembly may by law fix a differ 
ent day, two-thirds of all the members o 
each House consenting thereto: Provided 
That such election shall always be held i 
an odd-numbered year. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT NO. 1
